COMMENT OF 


Lancashire And 
HK Textiles 


HERE is growing evidence 

that a carefully planned 
campaign ig under way ja 
England to discredit, and 
tf possible render innocuous 
tu the Lancashire indua- 
tries, Hongkong’s —com- 
petition in manufactured 
textiles. 

A series of House of Com- 
mons questions has lately 
been directed ut the Board 
of Trade Ministry, the 
burden of which has been 
that Hongkung’s textiles 
are a dangerous threat to 
the British industry, and, 
what does the Board of 
Trade proposé to do about 
iL? These questiona have 
included vague suggestions 
of unfair practice on the 
part of the Colony's minu- 
facturers onand — merchan- 
disers, and one quite 
preposterous claim that 
textile production custs 
here are ten times below 
those in Britain. 

That the Board of Trade 
spokesmen in the Commons 
have been able to supply 
eminently satisfactory 
answera to the queries 
raised by MPs appears to 
make no impression on 
those determined in their 
efforts to Interfere with 
one of Hongkong's most 
important industries, 


E will accept the protest 
that gur textiles are 
proving (more and more 
attractive to British pur- 
chasers. More than — this. 
we will point to the fnc: 
that Lancashire firms, de- 
spite their expressed fears 
of Hongkong competition, 
are actually sending buyers 
to the Colony to make 
direct purchases of our 
products, 

Even s0, compared with the 
Indian trade In cotton 

_ woods, our sales to England 
cannot in all seriousness be 
rated as competition — cal- 
culated to cause “growing 
disquiet among British 
manufacturers.” 

Relatively speaking, Hong- 
kong'’s textile industry is 
atill in its infancy. True 
it possesses first-rate 
modern machinery und an 
abundance of skilled labour, 
but its production output 
ix not in the same class as 
the big competitors to the 
Lancashire industry.

PRODUCING POWER 


The Guthega-Munyang hydro- 
electric project, the first of the 
Snowy Mountalns Hydro- 
Electric works, is producing 
power. 

The work, which is 5,000-ft 
up on Mount Kosciusko, has 
been designed and carried out by 
Norwegian engincers and com- 
prises o dam at Guthega, a 
three-mile tunnel through to 
Munyang, where the water from 
the Snowy River drops 800-{t to 
turn the turbines at ihe Mun- 
yang power house before drop- 
ping back Into the river. 

Until the three other Snowy 
River projects are built to tutn 
out = power, the Guthega- 
Munyang unlt will operate as a 
“run-of-the-river’ station with 
its output varying with the run 
of the Snowy, 

In the lote winter and carly 
spring, when the melting 
snows = swell the 
turbines will operate for 24 
hours a day, ‘turming at full 
capacity. 

In the summer months, when 
the river flow decreases, 
output will fall correspondingly. 

Guthega Dam, although 
several hundred fi high, 19 
small compared with the large 
regulating reservoir to be built 
at Spencer's Crock, 6,000-% up 
on Mount Kosciusko and only a 
short way drom the headwaters 
of the Snowy River. The -pur- 
poso of the Spencer's Creck 
project is to hold the winter 
floods and release the stored 
water as the Snowy falls during 
the summer months. 

When this és done an even 
output of power be 
generated throughout the year.

Defence Opens 
Its Case 


The Defence in the case of alleged conspiracy 
in connection with resettlement schemes opened 
this morning in the Victoria District Court after 
Judge A. D. Scholes held that all six accused had 


a case to answer. 


Judge Scholes found that the Crown had made out 
ite case in all four charges of conspiracy and corruption 
and ruled that it was not necessary for the prosecution 


to prove guilty knowledge. 


The accused, Cheung Kau- 
woh, Chow. Chung-ying, Au 
Shiu-sang, Ng Hau, So Ping- 
kwong, and Mary Daisy Wong, 
alias Wong Mba-tang, wero 
charged with conspiracy to effect 
a pubile mischief 
1954. 

A second conspiracy charge 
against the first, fourth and fifth 
accused was withdrawn by the 
Prosecution on Monday. 

Mr Arthur Lul, of Messrs Lo 
and Lo, represented the first 
three accused, Mr Victor Gittins, 
Instructed by Messrs P. H. Sin 
and Oo., the fourth and fifth 
accused and Mr Vincent D'Alton, 
instructed by Messra P. L. Lam 
and Co., the sixth accused. 

Mr Desmond Mayne, Crown 
Counsel, assisted by Det. Insp. 
Harrls, progecuted. 

The sixth accused was addl- 
tlonally charged with corrup- 
tton. 7 

ACCUSED’S EVIDENCE 

The first accused, Cheung, 
testified that in February, 1952 
he jolned the Tung H Tal 
Construction Company hose 
proprictor waa Kan Chak-man. 
Kaon’s brother, Kan Kwok- 
hung was In solo charg¢ of the 
purchase and sale of “common 
people’s houses" while thelr 
cousin, Kan Tok-cheung, was 
the Company cashier. 

The accused said that he was 


buying and selling of these 
houses, But sonfetimes when 
Kan Kwok-hung and Kan Tak- 
choung were out, he would 
receive moncy on their behalf 
as they instructed him to do. 

Chung agreed, aos some wit- 
nesses testified, that he negotiat- 
od for customers of the Company 
for the sale of the house. 
was because he was usually in 
the office while Kan Kwok-hung 
was usually out and Kan had 
instructed him to sell houses to 
any customer who came to buy. 

There were two types of cus- 
tomers he could sell to, accord~ 
tng to‘Kan, sald the first accus- 
ed. One were the people with 
whito cards and the other. were 
those who wished to buy the 
houses but did not possess white 
canis so that his Company had 
to apply for them. 

“I thought that all who 
lived in wooden huts Were ¢n- 
‘titled to white cards,” declared 


Cheung. 

He didnot know then whether 
his company could apply for 
the white cards under the re- 
settlement schemes, “but ¥ did 
not need to Imow, because my 
instructions were to sell houses 
and receive payment,” Cheung
